A priest who began his long 
career at St. Mary's Church in 
Kingston is retiring 
The RI. Rev. Msgr. Michael J. 
Toner who has served in the 
priesthood for over 57 years, re 
cently announced his retirement 
to parishioners at St. Margaret's 
Church, Pearl River, where he 
has been pastor for the past 28 
years. He will continue to reside 
in St. Margaret’s rectory rather 
than going to the home for re­ 
tired priests in New York City 
which he considers “ a place for 
old men.” 
The Rev. John Farley, assis­ 
tant at St. Mary’s Church, to 
day recalled Msgr. Toner. hLs 
home priest, with great affec­ 
tion. He said the retiring mon­ 


signor must be close to 85 years 
old hut remains young in action 
and outlook. Msgr. Toner still 
remembers vividly his days in 
Kingston when the priest on 
duty had a horse and carriage 
at his disposal for parish calls. 
Msgr. Toner, a native of Red 
Bank, N. J., 
was graduated

In 1954, he was ap­ 
pointed a domestic prelate with 
the title of Rt. Rev. Msgr. In 
1963. he was elevated to the

Apostolic by Pope Paul VI, and 
given the privilege of wearing 
the Episcopal (Bishop) insignia 
of the mitre, ring and dalmatic 
of pontifficating at ceremonies 
at various occasions during the 
year.

Toner said ‘‘this doesn t mean 
I am ready for the rocking 
chair.”

F*ao h pay day , the American tax pay er do nates a 
large chunk o f his co mings to the go v ernment in the 
fo rm o f a withho lding tax . He newer sees this mo ney . 
He is so used to no t seeing it that he do esn't ev en 
co nsider it to be his o wn. 
Each April, he submits a fo rmal acco unting o f bis 
prev io us y ear’s inco me in such a manner that he re­ 
ceiv es the acco lade o f the Internal Rev enue Serv ice 
as the best little tax pay er in histo ry . 
He also reads that there are millio naires who pay 
no tax es whatso ev er and mo re and mo re wealthy in­ 
div iduals aie av o iding their fair share o f inco me tax es 
thro ugh such stratagems as setting up “ fo undatio ns/* 
But judging fro m his silence o n the matter, lie seems 
unco ncerned. 
Acco rding to Rep. Wlight Patman, D-Tex ., who se 
Small Business subco mmittee is inv estigating this area 
fo r the six th time in 13 y ears, priv ate fo undatio ns 
and charitable trusts hav e pro liferated by the tens o f 
tho usands. 
Theie is ev en an o rganizatio n, Americans Building 
Co nstitutio nally , which he charges “ mass pro duces’* 
tax -ex empt fo undatio ns fo r a fee. 
A prime ex ample is a phy sician in Auro ra, 111., 
who healed himself quite effectiv ely fro m the rav ages 
o f the IRS by setting up a fo undatio n fo r “ medical 
research.’* 
The do cto r still practices the same as alway s, but 
his patients pay their bills to the fo undatio n, which 
pay s the do cto r a salary . The do cto rs’ ho use, car, ra- 
tiiv ment benefits and insurance also co me fro m tire 
fo undatio n—tax free. As “ assistant medical adminis­ 
trato r/’ the do cto r’s wife shares in tax -free fringe 
benefits. 
Patman’s go al is no t to eliminate priv ate phil­ 
anthro py . The fo undatio ns set tip by the Carnegie, 
Fo rd and Ro ckefeller fo rtunes, to name but a few’, 
hav e been o f incalculable benefit to the republic. It is 
merely to tighten the laws aro und pho ny fo undatio ns 
which are no thing but perso nal tax do dgers. 
Tax pay ers sho uld let their elected representativ es 
kno w they want these tax lo o pho les plugged. Co n­ 
gress is no t go ing to do any thing alx >ut it as lo ng 
as the tax pay er remains willing to dip ev er deeper 
into his po cket to make up what is lo st thro ugh these 
lo o pho les.

But we think the 
natio n’s chiefs o f po lice aie seeing things when they 
co mplain that a $5 .1 millio n appro priatio n fo r the 
F.B.I. to enlarge its ex isting po lice training pro gram 
is the til's! step to establishment o f a natio nal {>o lio e 
sy stem. 
The pro po sal is suggested by a Senate J udiciary 
subco mmittee as an additio n to the Administratio n’s 
anti-crime legislatio n. It wo uld use' S3 millio n o f the 
mo ney o n regio nal institutes, seminars and training 
scho o ls to triple' the F.B.I.’s po lice instructo r co n>s 
fro m 5 0 to 15 0 agents to wo rk full time in training 
pro grams, and use the rest fo r po lice o fficers to at­ 
tend the F.B.I. Academy at Quantico , Ya. 
The po lice chiefs wo uld rather the mo ney went 
in the fo rm o f a grant to the cities to do their o wn 
training. That might le fine fo r big cities, which hav e 
their o wn po lke academies, but there are to o few o f 
them to giv e the entire po lice fo rce o f the' co untry 
the pro fessio nal training needed to co mbat shai-p crim­ 
inal rings to day . 
The o ppo sitio n seems to le a matter o f reaching 
o ut fo r mo re funds, no t a questio n o f natio nal po lice. 
The F.B.I. has been training {x >lice fo r y ears witho ut 
threatening to establish a natio nal po lice. They are 
Ix 'st able to giv e the who le co untry the i>o lice training 
needl'd.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The anti-Vietnam war critics 
and 
demonstrators annoy 
President Johnson bu t they 
don’t pu t a dent in him. 
Their hopes for peace face 
a bleak fu tu re at least u ntil 
the 
1968 elections, 
u nless 
somehow the war ends before 
then. Nothing of the k ind is 
in sight. 
Recent and not so recent 
statements by Johnson and 
top men arou nd him in fight­ 
ing this war show grim deter­ 
mination to k eep on fighting 
it. 
For instance, Gen. Earle G. 
Wheeler, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, look ing 
bey ond Vietnam, said months 
ago this cou ntry wou ld be in­ 
v olv ed in Asia u ntil the end 
of the centu ry . 
Last May in Look maga­ 
zine he said the American in­ 
terest “in the Far Pacific is 
precisely what ou r interest 
was in the late ’40’s and ’50’s 
in Eu rope,” 
In the same issu e of the 
magazine Secretary of State 
IVan Ru sk predicted it will 
be “u sefu l for some time to 
come for American power to 
bo able to control ev ery wav e 
of the Pacific, if necessary .” 
And 
this week Johnson 
showed his u nbending deter­ 
mination to go on with the 
war. 
The 
Machinist, 
a 
labor 
magzine, q u oted him as say ­ 
ing: “I may wind u p with a 


poll of one per cent before 
it’s ov er with.” 
Recent pu blic opinion polls 
showed his popu larity , and 
pu blic confidence in him at a 
new low. 
Tou gh Road Ahead 
He said, “We can’t end it 
(the war) with honor by su r­ 
render. We can’t end it with 
honor by 
negotiations be­ 
cau se the enemy will not ne­ 
gotiate with u s.” Until there 
are negotiations, he said. “It 
is going to be tou gh bu t we 
are ju st going to hav e to 
stand u p and tak e it.” 
At a White Hou se dinner 
Tu esday night, Johnson ilu s- 
trated his will to go on by 
q u oting from President Abra­ 
ham Lincoln in the depths of 
the Civ il War: “Let u s... 
dare to do ou r du ty as we u n­ 
derstand it.” 
Nor is there any softening 
in the administration’s posi­ 
tion 
abou t 
continu ing 
the 
bombing of North Vietnam. 
In the past y ear Johnson 
and Ru sk hav e said repeated­ 
ly 
that 
despite 
prev iou s 
pau ses in the air raids the 
u nited 
States 
cannot 
now 
"stop half the war.” 
Their condition for halting 
the bombing is, and has been, 
some 
reciprocal 
action 
by 
North Vietnam to scale down 
its own military operations. 
This week Johnson is meet­ 
ing with U.S. military and 
political chiefs stationed 
in 
Vietnam. They hav e adv ised 
against any ex tension of the 
bombing 
pau se 
which 
this 
cou ntry may permit for the 
u pcoming 
Vietnamese 
holi­ 


day s of Christmas and New 
Year. 
One 
of 
them, 
Ellsworth 
Bu nk er, U.S. ambassador to 
Vietnam, 
gav e 
Johnson 
a 
rather optimistic report on 
progress there bu t warned 
the road ahead is tou gh and 
long.” 
Encou raging Progress 
And Wednesday , when he 
arriv ed here by plane from 
Saigon, 
Gen. 
William 
C. 
Westmoreland, U.S. military 
commander 
in 
Vietnam, 
talk ed of progress in the war 
as "v ery encou raging . . . 
1 hav e nev er been more en­ 
cou raged in my fou r y ears in 
Vietnam.” 
He also opposed any ex ­ 
tended bombing pau se, which 
is in k eeping with his relent­ 
less attitu de toward the con- 
lict in Vietnam. 
When 
he was here 
last 
April he told Congress the 
only strategy that cou ld de­ 
feat the enemy was "one of 
u nrelenting hu t discriminating 
military action and political 
and psy chological pressu re" 
on the enemy ’s whole stru c­ 
tu re at all lev els. 
While the critics may get 
u nder Johnson's sk in—there’s 
no dou bt they do, since he's 
banged at them repeatedly — 
they hav e had no v isible ef­ 
fect on him ex cept to mak e 
him feel, ju dging from what 
he has said, that if they ’d ju st 
Shu t u p peace might come 
faster since obv iou s Ameri­ 
can 
disu nity 
encou rages 
Hanoi to k eep the war go­ 
ing.

Kaeh jwy day, the American taxpayer donah* a 


large ('hunk of his earnings to the government in the 
form of a withholding tax. He never sees this money. 
He is so used to not seeing it that he doesn't even 
consider it to lie his own. 
Each April, he submits a formal accounting of his 
previous year’s income in such a manner that he re­ 
ceives the accolade of the Internal Revenue Service 
as the l**t little taxpayer in history. 
He also mads that there are millionaires who pay 
no taxes whatsoever and more and more wealthy in­ 
dividuals are avoiding their fair si ta ie of income taxes 
through such stratagems as setting up ‘"foundations.** 
Hut judging from his silence on the matter, he seems 
unconcerned. 
According to Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tcx., whose 
Small Business subcommittee is investigating this area 
for the sixth time in 13 years, private foundations 
and charitable trusts have proliferated by the tens of 
thousands.

Nothing of the kind is 
in sight. 
Recent and not so recent 
statements by Johnson and 
top men around him in fight­ 
ing this war show grim deter­ 
mination to keep on fighting 
it.

Wheeler, chairman 
of 
the 
J.nnt Chiefs of Staff, looking 
beyond Vietnam, said months 
ago this country’ would bo in- 
volved in Asia until the end 
of the century. 
l~Dt May in Ixv>k maga­ 
zine he san! the American in­ 
terest “in the Ear Pacific is 
precisely what our interest 
was in the late '40’s and ’50's 
in Europe,” 
In the same issue of the 
magazine Secretary of State 
I Van Rusk predicted it w ill 
be “useful for some time to 
come for American power to 
able to control every wave 
of the Pacific, if necessary.” 
And 
this 
week 
Johnson 
showed his unbending deter­ 
mination to go on with the 
w’ar. 
The 
Machinist 
a 
labor 
magzine, quoted him as say­ 
ing: “I may wind up with a 


poll of one per cent before 
it s over with.” 
Recent public opinion polls 
showed hts p»pularity, and 
public confidence in him at a 
new low. 
Tough Road Ahead 
He said, “We can’t end it 
(the war) with honor by sur­ 
render. We can’t end it with 
honor 
by 
negotiations 
be­ 
cause the enemy will not ne­ 
gotiate with its.” Until there 
are negotiations, he said. “It 
is going to he tough but we 
ara just going to have to 
stand up and take it.” 
At a White House dinner 
Tuesday night. Johnson illus­ 
trated his will to go oil by 
quoting from President Abra­ 
ham Lincoln in the depths of 
the Civil War: “Let u s ... 
dare to do our duty as we un­ 
derstand it.” 
Nor is there any softening 
in the administration's posi­ 
tion 
about 
continuing 
the 
bombing of North Vietnam. 
In the past year Johnson 
and Rusk have said repeated 
iv 
that 
despite 
previous 
pauses in the air raids the 
United 
States 
cannot 
now’ 
“ stop half the war.” 
Their condition for halting 
the bombing is. and has been, 
some 
reciprocal 
action 
by 
North Vietnam to scale down 
its own military operations.

Tht \ have advised 
against any extension of the

One 
of 
them, 
Ellsworth 
Bunker, U.S. ambassador to 
Vietnam, 
gave

Encouraging Progress 
And Wednesday, when he 
arrived here by plane from 
Saigon, 
Gen. 
William 
C. 
Westmoreland, U.S. military 
commander 
in 
Vietnam, 
talked of progress in the war 
as “very encouraging . . . 
I have never been more en­ 
couraged in my four years in 
Vietnam.” 
He also opposed any ex­ 
tended bombing pause, which 
is in keeping with his relent­ 
less attitude toward the con- 
lict in Vietnam. 
W’hen 
he 
was

April he told Congress the 
only strategy that could de­ 
feat the enemy was “one of 
unrelenting hut discriminating 
military action and political 
and psychological pressure’* 
on the enemy’s whole struc­ 
ture at all levels. 
While the critics may get 
under Johnson’s skin—there s 
no doubt they do, since he’s 
banged at them repeatedly— 
they have had no visible ef­ 
fect on him except to make 
him feel, judging from what

gressman was in a hurry to

that the famous atomic power 
project

River in Maine was finally 
knocked out of the

works appropriations bill.

Congressman, 
Mike 
K i r w a n 
of 
Youngstown, 
Ohio, a power in Democratic 
councils, 
wanted

with his friend Rep. John 
Rhodes, the Arizona Republi­

Honorable Gentlemen. 
We the people know that 
the IO per cent tax surcharge 
Is a very ital possibility.
